2. CAISSON 19 was lastraaental in roe rul ting C_ ZS , and had 

eoae dealiaga with the entire Haselgraber ooaplex and therefore kaeera 
oooething about the general buaiaaaa eoaaeotloae of C_ ZI farm or 

office. I feel that a definite atteapt ahould be node to try to lnvesti- 
gate d Z7t disappearance, ainoe I cannot find a logieal explanation 

to hie whereabouts short of hie haring returned to ltiseiaa phyaloal control. 

3. I therefore euggeet and reeonaend that we ooaaisaloa CAISSON 19 
to. go to Bunich for a period of approxlaately two aonths, that wo fully 
brief hia on our knowledge of the Haeelgraber buainoae connections aa well 
as Cl ZI general traits of character and behavior and that wo than 
finance hia liberally la order to get acquainted with the illegal trade 
circles In Bunich aad possibly Austria in order to possibly dig up soae- 
thlag about d ZI 1 do not know how great aa effort has boon node to 
date, but I believe that tills type of investigation can beat be handled 
through a business nan rather than through regular Aaerican investigative 
facilities. 

4. The operation would be eostly lnasauoh as this type of operator 
has lots of ready cash and stories are only told late at night under the 
influence of alcohol. I believe, however, that a financial outlay of 
between 3,000 and 5,000 narks is justified, even if there is only 5% 
likelihood of CAISSON 19 locating CL J I personally will not feel 
happy about the CL L2 incident until it is cleared up or until we have 
tried every aeans available to us to clear it up.
